erally. These charges  wore drawn  up
against him in due form and the council was
about to make a complote investization,
with a view to removing him from office in
case the charges should prove to have been
well founded. At Nicholson's request tho
Investigavion was postponed until after the
grand jury had disposed of the case, in opder
that his chances wich the council might nov
b prejudiced.

Sines the grand jury failed to indict him a
move hus been quictly on foot to have him
restored to his oMlee. A committee was ap-
pointed last night to deaft o petition which
will be presented to the council asking  that
Nicholson be restored to the position of fire
chief., It has been understood that there
would be no further investigation of the
case unless Nicholson or his friends lnsisted
on his reinstatement,

This request from the democratic ussocia.
tion, however, will render it necessary  for
the investigation to be reopencd. The peti-
tion will deubtless be presented to the coun-
el ab its meeting nest Monday night, and
some action will be taken to set a timoe for
the taking of testimony, The friendsof
Nicholson are banking on the people of the
city having so fur forgolten the rveporis
whioh came to the ity from the other side

of the viver with peference to Nicholson's
uetions.
